A TRUE PERSPECTIVE 


"Japanese Americans are not, and were’ not dangerous 
to national safety," said John W. Powell, assistant 
Chief of Community Services at the Colorado River WRA 
center, at a meeting of the national conference of so= 
oial workers recently, according to the UP release 
in the Pacific Citizen. 

Denouncing controlled migrationof California nisei, 
Powell stated that their major crime was "to have creat- 
ed hundreds of millions of dollars in agricultural 
wealth which some of their neighbors sought to control 
by forcing the racial issue under the forced draught 
of war fears," 

The desert barracks were described as being planned 
for young soldiers on field duty and not 4 place in 
which to carry on family life. 

He added that camp oonfinoment is destructive to 
initiative end will develop the "WPA attitude” toward 
labor. 

Homer Morris, Philadelphia, head of resettlement 
work for the American Fields Service committoe, stated 
that they must keep in mind that twoethirds of the 
people in these centers are American oitizons, who have 
been charged of no crime and aro guilty of no offense 
against the peace and security of the United States. 

In these times of stress, itis fortunato that tho 
officials of tho WRA aro af such charactor that they do 
not allow narrow-minded projudices to control the 
thoughts within thoir minds,
